TRE BUILDING BOOM. 


Deteltings and Business Blocks Going 
Up AL Over the City. 

Several of the leading architects of the 
city were visited yesterday by a Timzs re- 
porter, and inquiries were made as. to the 
condition of business in the building. line, 
Many of the gentlemen visited were too 
much engaged to go into details, but all, 
with no exception, gave it as their verdict 
that during the present month the number 
of plans drawn were far in excess of those 
for the corresponding month last year.

TEMPLE-STREET CABLE.

Important Improvements Now Under 
Headway. 

The Temple-street Cable Road Company 
haye projected very extensive improve- 
ments on their line, and when completed 
the publie will find the road and its accom- 
modations all that could be reasonably de- 
sired. They had already determined upen 
putting in a double track from Spring 
street to the engine-house; but have since 
decided on extending the road from its 
present western terminus out to the city 
limits. This will extend the road some- 
thing more than a mile and a half beyond 
the present terminus, They have already 
commenced extensive improvements about 
the engine-house. They are putting in a 
very wuch larger and more power- 
ful engine and gearing for working 
the cables.
